3. Factors for Inclusion 


A. Expresses multiple concepts

C. Breaks new ground 


Yes. It is difficult to represent the concept of this product with existing sequences. A 
sequence combining [cut of meat] and any other emoji does not seem to convey “meat in 
cylindrical form and encased in a skin”. 


The emoji does not convey any information about it’s cooking condition (raw, cooked, 
grilled) nor it’s ingredients. As such it can be used world-wide. 


D. Is legible and visually distinctive 


The two tails serve as an indicator of how sausages get made (usually in a casing with a 
knot on each end). In addition, the color, which is associated with skin and pigs, helps to 
the convey the concept and the origin of the product. There are no grill marks because 
some sausages can be eaten raw without cooking.

F. Completes an incomplete category 


Due to the generic meaning, sausages fall between raw meat (which can be represented 
with [cut of meat], [meat on bone] or [poultry leg]) and individual dishes (such as 

[hot dog], [burrito], [taco]). As such it complements [bacon] which is usually eaten in 
combination with other products as well. 


G. Is needed for compatibility with popular existing systems

4. Factors for Exclusion 


A. Already represented 


There is no emoji available which represents a tubing/encasing and could be combined 
with an emoji associated with meat. The [hot dog] emoji represents an individual dish 
and is not representative for sausages as an ingredient and their usage around the 
world. 


B. Overly specific 


It does not convey any association with a country, special ingredients or cooking method. 


C. Open-ended 


There seem to be no meat-related products of similar genericness. 


D. Transient 


Even tough environmental concerns might lead to a decrease in meat consumption, it’s 
unlikely that the level of usage will decrease significantly. 


E. Justified by an existing emoji 
The proposed emoji does not depend on analogy with other emoji that were included 
only for compatibility reasons nor does it stand for a group of existing emoji.
